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TEA PARTY ROOTS 


Some credit Chicago rant 
for birth of movement

For some Tea Partiers, Rick Santelli ranks 
with the Founding Fathers. 

Two years ago, the CNBC reporter fa- 
mously lost it in the middle of a live broad- 
cast from the floor of the Chicago Mer- 
cantile Exchange, giving rise to a larger 
movement. For some Tea Party faithful, 
the Santelli rant still serves as a rally point. 

Monday morning, thousands of Tea Par- 
ty demonstrators are expected to gather at 
Daley Plaza to vent their frustrations with 
high taxes and big government. 

“If {Santelli} wanted to know how it 
feels to be treated like a god on Earth, all 
he needs to do is show up on Monday” said 
Steve Stevlic, director of the Chicago Tea 
Party Patriots. “We will put him on our 
shoulders and carry him around the city” 

On Feb. 19, 2009, while talking about 
the proposed federal mortgage relief plan, 
the west suburban native became impas- 
sioned, lambasting the Obama administra- 
tion and calling for revolt. 

“We’re thinking of having a Chicago 
Tea Party in July” Santelli shouted, draw- 
ing cheers from traders in the pit. ‘Ml you 
capitalists that want to show up to Lake 
Michigan, I’m gonna start organizing.” 

While Santelli’s role in the Tea Party’s 
creation is not universally accepted, some 
trace its roots to that rant. 

“In retrospect, I think I was the light- 
ening rod for many Americans to address 
their frustration with overspending and 
lack of representation of both political 
parties,” Santelli said Friday via email. 

Within days, some who sympathized 
with Santelli answered his call, and Tea 
Party organizations have been popping up 
around the country ever since. In Illinois, 
there are roughly 90 local chapters across 
the state, said Denise Cattoni of the Illi- 



nois Tea Party organization. 

“I give {Santelli} complete credit for 
sparking the modern day movement with 
those two words— Tea. Party” said Stev- 
lic, who attended the first Chicago rally a 
week after the rant. 

Though he never has been active in the 
Tea Party, Santelli recognizes what fol- 
lowed. 

“Whether one agrees with their philos- 


ophy or not, the larger vision of so many 
people so active and so involved is uniquely 
American,” he said. 

But while Santelli’s rant struck a chord 
for some who would join the movement, 
for others, his words were lost in a growing 
chorus of political dissent. 

Said University of Chicago political sci- 
ence professor John Brehm, “I thought it 
was a temper tantrum.”

Be honest: When you search for something onlinc^your fingers pretty 
much type ^'google.com” on their own. 

But is that about to change? 

Mashablexoin published an interesting piece last week about 
search engines — specifically whether Bing is closing in on Google’s 
seemingly insurmountable lead. 

Citing data from Experian Hitwisc, the mashable.com report 
shows Bing growi ng at a rapid pace— rapid enough for people in the 
social media space to start questioning how long Google can remain 
on top. 

This isn’t happening overnight j Ex- 
perian Hitwisc says Google was respon- 
sible for 64.42 percent of IXS. searches in 
March while Bing— which also includes 
searcli.Yaiiooxom— handled 50 percent. 

The theory is that if the current trend 
continues, Bing and Google would 
collide like an asteroid slamming into 
a planet in January 2012. Hmmm. The 
Mayans did predict the end of the world 
that year— maybe that’s what all the fuss 
was about.

Stunning views of Oak Street Beach, an 
8oo-square-foot coach house and a sun- 
drenched, top-floor party room. 

If you have any of these features in your 
own home, you may want to stop reading 
now RedEye just might bore you to death 
with talk of condos and mansions offer- 
ing amenities such as six fireplaces, Roman 
bathtubs in the basement, in-house eleva- 
tors and living space equaling or exceeding 
7,000 square feet. 

But if you’re drooling over the notion of 
living in a million- or multimillion-dollar 
home right here in Chicago, read on. 

Moneyed Chicagoans are snapping up mil- 
lion-dollar homes amid the still-flagging real 
estate market, according to a recent study 
by home-sales research firm DataQuick. 
Spokesman Andrew LePage said Chicago is 
among 20 major metro areas— including San 
Diego and L. A. — that are seeing an approxi- 
mate 10.5 percent increase in sales of these 
million-dollar babies since 2009, based on 
DataQuick’s analysis of public records. 

Cash deals are king with these properties 
as some buyers seek a swanky “city apart- 
ment” as a second residence and others look 
for a home suite home, according to local 
agents. 

While one rep for Chicago real estate firm 
Baird & Warner says there is not a significant 
spike in luxury home sales, according to list- 
ings data from 2009 and 2010, some agents 
from other firms say they are seeing an anec- 
dotal uptick among wealthy buyers eager to 
get back into the real estate game. 

Those who are house-hunting have their 
pick in a number of hot ’hoods, according 


to agents who identified mansions in areas 
including Kenwood, Bronzeville and Hyde 
Park on the South Side; Lakeview and Lin- 
coln Park on the North Side; and Streeter- 
ville and the Gold Coast downtown. 

“These are clients who can make cash 
deals,” real estate agent Connie Atterbury 
of Dream Town said during a recent visit to 
a Streeterville property listed for approxi- 
mately $2.1 million. She said potential buy- 
ers for the property at 180 E. Pearson St. get 
stunning views “almost to Michigan” and 
can say that Oprah Winfrey once lived in 
the building, which is adjacent to the Water 
Tower. The space has three bedrooms and 
two and a half bathrooms. 

“They’ve been doing better business-wise 
since the stock market has picked up and they 


think, ‘I might as well park my money some- 
where,’ ” Atterbury said of buyers. “Why not 
somewhere like a luxury in-town apartment 
that they can actually make use of?” 

In Bronzeville, Coldwell Banker agent 
Venetia Johnson said 30 -something profes- 
sionals make up most of the potential buyers 
that have crowded into the approximately 
8,0 00 -square-foot, $2.5 million mansion at 
4750 S. Drexel Blvd. With five bedrooms, 
four full bathrooms and two half-bathrooms, 
the renovated house, which was never oc- 
cupied by the owner, has a coach house out 
back atop a two-car garage. 

“We definitely attract cash buyers,” Jack- 
son said, while walking across the marble 
floor of a spacious first-floor bathroom. “It’s 
still hard to get one of the jumbo loans you’d 


need for a house that costs in this range. But 
there are people willing to bring cash to the 
table for a chance to live here.” 

Agents for the mansions say they limit 
public open houses to avoid allowing aim- 
less oglers inside these stunning spaces. But 
don’t fret— RedEye ’s got your virtual key to 
unlocking how the other half lives.

Rehabbed CTA bus to deliver produce to neighborhoods in need

In Steven Case/s Englewood neighborhood, 
milk and eggs, bread and bologna are easy to 
find. 

“In the ’hood, you can get meat all day 
long,” he said. “It may not be good meat, but 
it’s there.” 

What’s more difficult to find, Casey said, 
are what his family and neighbors need so 
desperately: fresh bananas, apples, spinach, 
broccoli, kale and other fruits and vegetables 
that could improve their health. 

Shortly after a 2006 study labeled his com- 
munity a food desert, Casey and a group of 
self-proclaimed food activists started work- 
ing to correct that inequity 

Next month, their new grassroots orga- 
nization, Food Desert Action, wiU unveil a 
solution to the healthy food crisis— a reno- 
vated CTA bus transformed into a mobile 
produce stand. 

The concept is simple, Casey said. If resi- 


PLOTTING A PATTERN 

A July 2006 study found that residents 
on Chicago’s South and West sides had 
to travel twice as far to access grocery 
stores. The communities are littered with 
fast food restaurants with fatty, processed 
foods. According to the study, commis- 
sioned by LaSalle Bank, residents who live 
in food deserts are more likely to die pre- 
maturely and at greater rates from cancer, 
^diabetesjieartdiseas^n^besit^^^^ 

dents in poor neighborhoods can’t make it 
to stores that carry healthy food, the Fresh 
Moves bus will bring produce to them. 

“Eventually, we want to be just like the ice 
cream truck,” Casey said. “Everyone remem- 
bers the music, they hear it and they know 
ice cream is there. When they see our bus, 
we want them to know fresh fruits and veg- 
etables are here.” 

The idea of mobile produce stands to 
serve food deserts isn’t new. There are mo- 


bile produce markets in Buffalo, N.Y., Salt 
Lake City and New Orleans, and legislation 
recently was approved in Trenton, N.J., to 
help further efforts there. 

But the Fresh Moves commercial food bus 
is the first of its kind in Chicago, city offi- 
cials said. 

The idea was developed by four local 
residents who decided they couldn’t wait for 
large retailers to serve troubled neighbor- 
hoods. 

Rather than rely on residents to get to a 
market. Fresh Moves will deliver affordable, 
healthy food to their struggling communi- 
ties block by block. And instead of focusing 
on profit. Fresh Moves’ mission is to address 
social issues that arise in communities where 
the food selection is abysmal. 

“This is about reaching a vulnerable popu- 
lation,” Casey said. “We are, hopefully, at- 
tacking the issue of food access and unem- 
ployment radically different.”

phone call in which Blagojevich was 
talking to his wife, Patti, about Hill. The 
government argued the discussion was 
irrelevant and should be excluded from 
the retrial, set to begin Wednesday 
The former governor’s lawyers, how- 
ever, said the conversation was impor- 
tant because it would show jurors that 
Blagojevich thinks of himself and Patti 
as a team, much like Hill and McGraw 
On one of the recordings, Blagojevich 
can be heard talking about both filling 
Barack Obama’s vacant U.S. Senate seat 
and getting Patti a job as a Beltway lob- 
byist. But he interrupted the conversa- 
tion to talk about Hill with his wife. 

The defense said the conversation 
showed he was considering appointing 
himself to the Senate and wanted Patti 
to be able to join him there. 

“Faith Hill’s widely renowned songs, 
‘There Y)u’ll Be’ and ‘I Need You’ (sung 
as a duet with her husband, Tim Mc- 
Graw}, both clarify and explain Blago- 
jevich’s discussion that immediately 
follow about his wife joining him in 
Washington, DC., if he appointed him- 
self Senator,” the defense wrote.

RALEIGH, N.C. Three days of violent storms and 
tornadoes across the southern U.S. killed at least 
43 people, wrecked hundreds of buildings and 
downed power lines, officials said on Sunday 

North Carolina accounted for the bulk of ca- 
sualties and property losses, with 22 people killed 
and more than 80 injured in a string of tornadoes 
that ripped through the state Saturday night. 

Houses were flattened, cars and trucks tossed 
like matchsticks and planes blown off the tarmac 
at a local airport. Uprooted trees, poles and de- 
bris snapped power lines, cutting electricity to 
more than 200,000 people in North Carolina. 

Tornadoes moved through 13 other states, in- 
cluding Virginia, where officials reported four 
deaths and unconfirmed reports of three more. 
Virginia emergency officials said that 177 struc- 
tures were damaged by the severe weather. 

Dominion Virginia Power said the two nuclear 
reactors at its Surry Power Station in southeast- 
ern Virginia shut down automatically on Satur- 
day when an apparent tornado touched down 
and cut off an electrical feed to the station. 

Backup generators operated normally and 
both units “are in safe and stable condition,” the 
utility said in a statement.

Derrick Rose ended Sunday ^s practice 
at the Berto Center by making five

He then retreated to another com- 
fort zone, the massage table on the

The ability to drive the ball hard, get 
hit, get fouled, go to the line, make 
your free throws and do it again time 


after time after time, that speaks vol- 
umes as to who he is. And he’ll contin- 
ue to do that.” 

Rose’s performance made all the 
postgame talk about the team need- 
ing more offensive balance seem a bit 
overstated. If a team is going to grvT 
21 unguarded shots to an opponent’s 
best player, you take it. Plus, Luol 
Deng scored 16 of his 18 points in the 
second half, and Kyle Korver sank four 
3-pointcrs, including the go-ahead 
points, en route to his 13 points. 

“I didn’t think offense was our prob- 
lem,” Thibodeau said. 

Defense was. And Rose wasn’t im- 
mune from guilt, allowing far too much 
dribble penetration from Darren Col- 
lison early Rose did recover for a domi- 
nant stretch late in the third, getting a 
steal and breakaway dunk and blocking 
Collison for a 24-second violation.
